Deacon Jack Gravlin, advocate 
for the downtrodden, dies

Deacon Jack Gravlin used to dismiss jokingly his wife Therese's ongoing talk of the glorious banquets of 
heaven. 


Therese (Terry) Gravlin believes, therefore, that it was fitting that her beloved husband would celebrate his 
big banquet in heaven on what would have been his 73rd birthday, Oct. 27. “He really got the best birthday 
celebration ever 4€" with a banquet in heaven, with all the angels and saints, and God Himself,4€0 she 
said. 

A permanent deacon at St. Martin of Tours Parish, Rev. Mr. John J, Jack Gravlin, 72, died of lung cancer 
Wednesday, Oct. 26, 2005. I used to kid him about the banquets in heaven and he would always pooh-pooh 
me,4€0) his wife said. During the diaconate classes Terry attended with her husband, the priest instructors 
also occasionally mentioned the banquets in heaven. Her husbanda€™s ribbing reply, she recalled, was Oh, 
no! Shed€™s going to love this. 


She and her husband were so close that she referred to him as her other half. With his death, she said, half 
of her has disappeared. We finished each other's sentences so often. 


Among Deacon Gravlin's favorite things to do were travel with his wife through the United States and 


Canada in their 1989 silver Cadillac. He also liked writing, clipping coupons, grocery shopping, cooking, 
fishing and, in his younger years, square-dancing with his wife. 


He deeply loved his nine children, 21 grandchildren and seven great-grandchildren. It was they who carried 
on the family joke that wherever Dad goes, the fish all leave before he gets there, Terry Gravlin said. 
Deacon Gravlin was also a devoted advocate for the downtrodden, she said. He did not hide the fact that he 
was a member of Alcoholics Anonymous and was committed to assisting those who battled addictions to 
alcohol and narcotics. 


"When he was diagnosed with lung cancer in 2003, he never complained” he always accepted it, his wife 
said. 


"A gifted writer, he could whip up a homily like magic," Terry Gravlin said. "He'd let me proofread it. We 
were a good team." 


A native of Belleville, Ill., Deacon Gravlin was raised in St. Louis, and moved to Philadelphia when he 
joined the U.S. Navy in 1951. 


He met Therese Bowers at a Church-sponsored dance Jan. 1, 1952. He was 19; she was 16. They married 
April 7, 1953, in St. Leo Church in Northeast Philadelphia. During his stint in the U.S. Navy, he served as a 
clerk aboard the USS Dortch during the Korean War. On his retum to Philadelphia, he worked as a 
salesman for Kraft Foods. He later worked as a steamfitter for Local 420 and retired on disability in the 
early 1980s as a result of an electrical shock he sustained on his job that precipitated a heart condition. 


He was ordained a deacon June 2, 1996, by Cardinal Anthony Bevilacqua. 


Rev. Mr. Philip E, Heaney, 67, a diaconate classmate and permanent deacon at Maternity B.V.M. Parish in 
Philadelphia, recalled Deacon Gravlin's dedication to the diaconate from the very beginning of their 
instruction. He was working good hours supporting his family, but he was there for every class, every 
workshop. 


And, he was always ready for a laugh. That laughter is what Deacon Heaney misses most. He was always 
looking for the humor in anything. 


Assignments included St. Matthew Parish in Northeast Philadelphia, 1996 to 1997; the Philadelphia Prison 
System, 1997 to 2001, and St. Martin of Tours Parish from 2001 until his death. 


The loss of Deacon Jack to our parish was significant, said Sister, Servant of the Immaculate Heart of Mary 
Anastasia Watson, director of pastoral services at St. Martin of Tours. 


His greatest gift was that he could work with the brokenhearted, Sister Anastasia said. Whenever she came 
across someone in the parish bereavement group who was dealing with a particularly tragic death " such as 
the death of a child, the suicide of a joved one, or someone who had suffered an addiction "I always called 
on Jack, because I knew he would have the right words to say. He had a depth of compassion. He could 
deal with those people so beautifully. 


Deacon Gravlin also spoke with great wisdom of his own humanity, Sister Anastasia said. 
To all, he was affable and approachable. He had a wink in his eye, a smile on his face {and always 
extended] a warm handshake, she said. He was such an outgoing person. He didn't wait for people to come 


up to him. He was always there with the first sign of welcome. 


Jack Weber, 68, a member of Matemity B.V.M. Parish who, with his wife, Sophie, founded Mary, Mother 
of Captives " a support group for people coping with a loved one in prison " agreed. 


Jack was very dedicated to ministering to God's children in prison, Weber said. 


Deacon Gravlin provided compassionate ministerial support when the group first started meeting nearly a 
decade ago. He was what we would want 2 deacon to be " kind, considerate, understanding, someone who 
listened without making judgments, Weber said, He treated everybody the same " with love, respect and 
dignity, He was a good person. 


Father Dennis J. Carbonaro, administrator of the Archdiocese's Department of Permanent Deacons, cited a 
letter Deacon Gravlin wrote in conjunction with his 1992 application to the permanent diaconate: “Serving 
others has become my way of life. It is the vehicle which transports me out of my own self-centeredness, 
and enables me to attempt to do God's will. ... I feel committed to my present duties, but feel the need for 
“total commitment.' 


Father Carbonaro said the excerpt of Deacon Gravlin's application letter expresses a quality which Deacon 
Gravlin possessed and which all who knew him experienced namely, 2 real drive and energy to do God's 
will and to serve, and to do it, not halfheartedly, but completely. 


Auxiliary Bishop Joseph P. McFadden was the principal celebrant at Deacon Gravlin's Oct. 31 funeral 
Mass at St. Martin of Tours Church. Concelebrants included Msgrs. Francis W. Beach and Charles E. 
McGroarty; Fathers Carbonaro, Joseph L. DiGregorio, John D. Hand, William F. McGeown and Charles D. 
Smith. 


Deacon of the Word was Deacon Heaney. Msgr. Beach, pastor of St. Martin of Tours, was the homilist. 
Deacon of the Eucharist was Rev. Mr. Joseph R. Upcavage, @ diaconate classmate who is a permanent 
deacon at Queen of the Universe Parish in Levittown. 


Msgr. Beach recalled the compelling spiritual columns Deacon Gravlin contributed to St. Martin of Tours' 
quarterly newsletter. In his last column, titled, For What Purpose? Deacon Gravlin addressed why certain 
events do or don't happen. 4€7l directed this article at many who are in the similar situation as me 
depending on others to take care of them. ... For what purpose? J keep telling [my wife] Terry that Tam her 
4€ ticket’ to heaven, just by taking care of an a€ old grouch’ like me.’ 


Msgr. Beach visited Deacon Gravlin's home the Sunday before his death. In his weakened state, he wanted 
me to know that he knew he was going to die, and he was looking forward to going home to God, to see 
God face to face, Msgr. Beach said. He was so grateful for the opportunity God gave him to serve as a 
deacon at St. Martin of Tours. 


In addition to his wife, Deacon Gravlin is survived by eight children: J ack, Raymond, Dorothy, Connie, 
Karen, Loretta, Vincent and Steven; 21 grandchildren and seven great-grandchildren; his twin sister, Joan 
Stephenson and two brothers, Robert and Donald. 

He was preceded in death by his parents, Lee and Elinore; a daughter, Therese, and a sister, Lenore Egan. 


Interment was at Most Holy Redeemer Cemetery in Philadelphia.

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In June of 1653, the ship carrying the new governor 
of the colony, Governor Maisonneuve, and recruits includ- 
ing Urbain Graveline, sailed from LaRochelle, but promptly 
encountered bad weather. There had been little change in 
seagoing vessels during the hundred years that had passed 
since Jacques Cartier’s voyages to Canada a hundred years 
earlier. To give you an idea, these vessels were in the same 
style and size as the better known English vessel - The 
Mayflower, approximately 120x30 feet. 

These ships were small and decidedly uncomfort- 
able; with sails as the only means of propulsion, they were at 
the mercy of the elements. In fine weather and favoring 
winds, the crossing might be accomplished in three weeks; 
Urbain’s ship took nearly three months due to storms and 
unfavorable winds. It is recorded that young Urbain helped 
to care for and then prepare the bodies for burial at sea. 
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Fortunately, there was a record of the events. It was | 
Sister Marguerite Bourgeoys, who recorded an account of 
what happened. She wrote: “but by the grace of God, we 
would certainly have perished. I was so very much in pain 
with the serious danger we faced. There was also the (spiri- 
tual) danger of death without a priest on board to administer 
the last rites. Our people were improperly prepared (spiritu- 
ally) to die, as well as ourselves.” 

“On our return to port, Governor Maisonneuve had 
all his soldiers camp on an island (in the harbor), to prevent 
any possible desertions. Even so, some were so frightened 
by what had happened, that they jumped into the harbor to 
escape, by swimming ashore.” 

Sister further wrote that: “thereafter, it took a con- 
siderable amount of time to find and prepare another ship. 
Meanwhile, there was the problem of keeping and provid- 
ing for the stranded passengers, most of whom were recruits 


Food aboard was meager and in poor quality, and 


fresh water to drink almost unknown. 
Sea sickness was the common lot. 
Plagues and other contagious dis- 
eases infested these ships, since dis- 
infectants were unknown in those 
days and many ships retained infec- 
tions of previous voyages. 

The group of recruits board- 
ed boats on the Loire River, which 
were actually more like large row- 
boats, with a sail to help in naviga- 
tion. Downstream they traveled 
southerly, to the port of LaRochelle. 
It was here that Urbain and the 
recruits boarded the unfortunate ship 
called the St. Nicolas. 

On the 20th of June, 1653, the overcrowded St. 
Nicolas lifted anchor. It would be a voyage filled with anxi- 
eties and a multitude of problems. After several days at sea, 
the ship began to take water. Foolishly, the captain decided 
to continue the voyage, relying on the crew and the !20 
recruits to sop the vessel dry. Nevertheless, the ship designed 
for a maximum of only 70 passengers, continued to leak. 

Then the cargo and provisions became damaged with 
water and moisture. Finally prudence prevailed with the real- 
ization that all aboard were going to drown in the ocean. 
After having travelled 350 leagues (approximately 900 
miles) at sea, the decision was made to return to port.

(Urbain among 
them.) The project of saving 
Ville Marie, for which these 
recruits and soldiers were des- 
tined, required dedication, 
resolve and courage. They 
would suffer intolerable hard- 
ships and bloodshed, all “for the 
greater glory of God.” 

Finally, one month later on | 
the 20th of July, 1653, they 
resumed the crossing but with 
the loss of 49 desertions. The 
voyage was to experience many 
difficulties, among which was an 
infectious disease that broke out 
among the passengers; eight of them died as a result. 

The ensuing years found Urbain helping the colony at 
Montréal to grow with the deforestation of trees, needed to 
build a fort in order to repulse the frequent attacks by the 
hostile Iroquois. Due to his bravery, he was chosen to head 
the militia in defense of the colony against the attacking 
Iroquois; meanwhile, he was able to raise a family. 

Urbain had four sons and four daughters. His sons 
distinguished themselves as their father did. The oldest son, 
Gabriel, participated in the establishment of Ft. Detroit and 
was among the first settlers of that place (to be known later 
as Detroit). . 
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The year 1651 was a bloody one in Ville-Marie. 
The Indian attacks did not cease and no one 

| dared go out, even in day time, without a rifle 
or a pistol. Maisonneuve, the Governor 
General, requested that Jeanne Mance leave 
the hospital and find refuge in the fort. This is 
the reason why de Maisonneuve went back to 
France; he wanted to bring back new colonists, 
as otherwise it would be farewell to the dream 
of building a colony in Montreal. He succeeded 
and returned with “1653 Grande Recrue” (the 
great recruitment) of which Urbain was a 
member. Without major help from France, 
there would be no colony! De Ia Dauversitre 
and de Maisonneuve were requested to recruit 
about 100 men and engage them for a period of 
five years. It will take convincing following the 
engagement period to persuade the Grand 
Recrue members to permanently stay in 
Montreal.

Each tenant had to clear a certain number of 
acres on his land, build a house on it, inhabit it 
and naturally make a fireplace in it to cook 
and warm up. This is what is called, in French, 
“tenir feu et lieu."" The majority of the houses 
were made of round logs, low and without a 
proper floor, one room , rarely two. The win- 
dows were made of oiled paper, which in those 
days replaced glass; one sink letting the water 
run out for toilet and kitchen. At the farther 
end was the parents’ bed; in a corner the chil- 
dren’s. A chest, a table, some benches, and a 
few chairs made up the furnishings. In the fire- 
place, a large cooking pot was suspended on a 
long chain. 

These houses were between 18 feet by 18 feet 
and 30 feet by 20 feet.. The house dimensions 
were, of course, decided according to the 
owner’s standing: (the house owned by the 
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Saint-Pére widow, Lemoyne’s wife, measured 50 
feet by 24). They started with one room, then 
later another one was added or they tried to 
obtain another concession and build a larger 
house, taking into consideration the number of 
children in the family. 


Not long after his arrival, Urbain noted that the 
cemetery had to be abandoned due to floods 
and replaced by another one on a piece of land 
on higher ground, above the Hotel-Dieu, the 
hospital, (actually on the south part of the 
Place d’Armes facing the Notre-Dame Church). 


The Iroquois never did respect their peace 
treaty, so the inhabitants had to work the land 
or work in the woods armed with a musket 
nearby, and preferably in groups. 


Until 1657, the Jesuits officiated at all the 
parishes; then they were replaced by the 
Sulpiciens and in 1660, Mr. de Queyluss 
obtained, for the Société Notre-Dame, the privi- 
lege to found a parish in Montreal. Needless to 
add that much competition took place between 
the two communities and some inhabitants. 


Maisonneuve governed Montreal with an iron 
hand, and on January the 18th, 1659, he got 
Bénigne Basset to post on the Chapel door a 
long proclamation to prohibit drunkenness, 
gambling, and blasphemy, which would be pun- 
ished by a fine or corporal chastisement. 
Alcohol smuggling by boats was to be 
repressed. Maisonneuve’s judgments were 
tough, but impartial. 

Jeanne Mance and Marguerite Bourgeoys also 
went to France to recruit the necessary help 
and then came back, aboard the St. André, with 
the 1659 recruit which was also as important as 
the one of 1653, on which Urbain also came to 
Montreal. 

With such a small population, we can easily 
imagine that Urbain knew about everyone or at 
least heard of what was going on in such a 
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small colony. If he had not personally known 
his future father-in-law, Mathurine’s father, 
Blaise Juillet, he was certainly aware of his acci- 
dental death in 1660. Dollard des Ormeaux, a 
young and impetuous youth, had the mission to 
ward off the Indians, who were preparing to 
attack Ville-Marie once more. Only bachelors 
were to form Dollard’s small team, but strange- 
ly enough Blaise Juillet joined the small group 
although he was married and had children! 
(Men with children were not supposed to par- 
ticipate.) When the new Canadians met the 
Indian scouts, they immediately attacked and 
Blaise Juillet and Mathurin Soulard, in trying 
to escape, lost their lives by drowning as they 
did not possess the art of canoe maneuvering. 


The Long Sault battle, at which lives were lost, 


’ | was a victory because the much-feared assault 


by the Iroquois never occurred. At his death on 
June 20th, 1660 an inventory revealed that 
Blaise Juillet possessed two bulls, one cow, one 
calf, and three pigs. 

Between two eventful massacres, the 
Montrealers built, prayed, worked, traded and 
fought. The alcohol traffic was always the sub- 
ject of controversy. If the Indians could not buy 
alcohol from the French, they would simply go 
and trade their furs with the English and the 
Dutch and consequently the essential trade 
would place the colony in jeopardy. On one 
occasion, the priest, Father Lalemant appealed 
to Governor D’Avaugour in favor of a woman 
who had been condemned for illegal traffic. 
D’Avaugour got angry : "If the alcohol traffic is 
not punishable for this woman, it will never be 
for anyone." Absolute freedom for all! A very 
serious clash took place between the religious 
and civil powers. Monseigneur de Laval, the 
Archbishop of Quebec, decided to cross the 
ocean to debate his point and complain to the 
king, August 12th, 1662. 


Regardless of the multiple dangers, the bound- 
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| less forests, the terrific possibilities in fishing 
and hunting, the prodigious space when it 
came to the land and the possibility of possess- 
ing one's own plot made the new country more 
| than appealing to the young recruits. This 
country would almost be a paradise, if it had 
not been for the Iroquois frequent attacks. 


To complete the military organization, for 
which the soldiers were not enough, 
Maisonneuve created, by January 28th, 1663 
an ordinance, a sort of fraternity, called "la 
Milice de la Sainte Vierge"' (The Holy Virgin 
Militia). Men were invited to form a troop of 
seven militiamen per squad, one of whom 
would be elected corporal. Within four days, 
139 settlers presented themselves and formed 
20 squads and each one selected a head man. 
Urbain Baudreau dit Graveline was elected 
chief of the second squad; the militiamen, 
under his command, were Jean Aubin, Pierre 
Devanchy, Jean Guerrier, Jacques Hordeuin, 
| Claude Marcaut and Louis Laporte, all of 
them bachelors. 


The year 1663 began with some very strange 
natural phenomenons. On February Sth, an 
earthquake shook Canada, from Gaspé to the 
Great Lakes. The shocks were very violent. The 
trees dashed against each other, which caused 
the Indians to conclude that the "forest was 

| drunk." Each and everyone sought refuge in 
the churches. The alcohol trade ceased immedi- 
ately like magic. The earthquake diminished in 
intensity, but continued until the first of 
September. During this time, in France, 
Monseigneur de Laval won his point of view 
and Louis XIV prohibited the liquor trade. 
Laval was the Archbishop for all North 
America, under his leadership. 


Mathurine married Urbain on the 20th of 
October 1664, in Notre-Dame Church at 
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Montreal. Let’s consider the family. Marriage 
contracts were important because, besides rep- 
resenting a firm engagement with legal rights, 
they were a social event. This way, at the signa- 
ture of the marriage contract, the custom was 
to invite as many guests as possible. 
Unfortunately, the notaries did not always indi- 
cate where the signature and ceremony was 
held. On a total of 73 such contracts only 27 
clearly mentioned where it took place. The 
most common matrimonial regime adopted by 
the future spouses was a Paris custom, which 
was simply "common property." All of which 
constituted an engagement of major impor- 
tance and was ratified by a contract passed in 
front of a notary, or in his absence it was done 
privately, and ratified at a later date. The mar- 
riage was then celebrated as soon as possi- 
ble... The Church had established certain 
restricted periods where marriages could not 
be celebrated; from the first Sunday of Advent 
to Little Christmas, from Ash Wednesday to 
the first Sunday after Easter. Once the religious 
marriage date had been set, there remained an 
important formality: the banns of matrimony 
must be published on three Sundays or feasts 
at the sermon. 


In a very religious society, a child must be bap- 
tized as soon as possible after his/her birth. The 
St. Vallier’s Ritual ordered the parish priest to 
avoid multiplication of names and permitted 
only a maximum of two names. 


You cannot expect to find an "inventory after 
death" in all cases. The inventory was obligato- 
ry if a bachelor deceased without apparent 
heir, also if a widow/widower, with living chil- 
dren, wished to remarry, and finally in the case 
where there must be a sharing amongst heirs. 
Once more, Montreal was the Iroquois target.
